If every neighborhood had a Verle 
Brower, this would be a better world in 
which young people grow 
Boys would know responsibility Their 
parents would be reminded that respon­ 
sibility builds character. 
Streets would be replaced with a place 
to go, to have fun and learn 
Such a place would be 301 South O 
Street, the home of Brower where the 
SOS Club meets. 
Saturday is outing day for the club and 
its 14 members might go bowling at the 
Lompoc Valley Bowl or swimming at the 
Lompoc 
Municipal Pool Wednesdays 
they read and do homework in the 
library 
Sunday a business and social meeting 
is held in Brower’s home He has made a 
recreation room out of one room of his 
home and outfitted it with a pool table 
and work bench He has supplied it with 
hand and power tools. 
Craft day. Friday, is held here 
The meeting dates are part of the 
club s by-laws that were adopted by the 
membership. The club is open to boys 
eight to 12-years-old. living in the South 
O Street area 
Before the SOS (for South 0 Street) 
Club began in 1973 Joe L Otero felt he 


didn't “ fit in" with the organized youth 
programs in town. 
But the SOS Club 
turned out to be different, and now that 
he is in junior high school he has been 
promoted to staff assistant 
" I like the way the club is arranged 
with staff assistants and meetings," ex­ 
plained the 13-year-old 
Parents of SOS Club members praise 
Brower's work 
Joe's mother. Mrs. Marguerite Otero, 
remarked. “ He’s done so much with 
them all Joe has learned to play tennis 
and chess and learned parliamentary 
procedure in their meetings 
They can 
go on backpacking trips and he teaches 
them survival techniques." 
The way the club is arranged is based 
on the philosophy that Brower developed 
from working with boys for 50 years — as 
a scout master for 30 years and as ad­ 
viser for the Bedford Boys Club in Bed­ 
ford Park. III. for 20 years 
He documented his philosophy in 1973 
in a self-published book. "Boys Having 
Fun " 
Brower b|gan the Bedford Boys Clyb 
as an experiment to learn "what type of 
programs were most appealing to kids" 
after observing that traditional 
programs for boys failed to hold their in­ 
terest 
His independent club never solicited

for membership, but when it began in his 
txrn« with 17 members it soon bad to 
move to bigger quarters at the Bedford 
Park Community Center 
When Brower retired as the club ad­ 
viser in 1973. the organization was still 
going strong with 125 "very active 
members’ plus 20 teen-age advisers and 
10 adult assistant sponsors who had been 
active members when they were bovs 
The experiment was a success, 
believes Brower, because the club was 
based on the right philosophy — 
philosophy that he has also incorporated 
in the SOS Club: 
-A club must be organized with a sense 
of "exclusiveness ” This means the club 
is open only to boys living within certain 
geographical boundaries 
The club 
should not have national prominence 
-A club should be governed by the boys 
themselves 
Let the boys determine 
what they want to do. 
No by-law is 
adopted unless they approve it. 
-Adults should serve as advisors, not 
club directors. And their time should be 
spent developing club programs, not on 
paperwork which only serves to sustain 
"the adult heirarchy" of most youth 
organizations, “ often to the neglect of 
the individual youngsters for whom 
the organization ostensibly existed ” 
He believes that today boys need effec­ 
tive and appealing programs more than 
ever. 
“ In the early 1960’s, that’s when 
things started going to pot,” he said 
"There got to be a feeling of permis­ 
siveness 
I blame the whole thing on af­ 
fluence. The family wanted more money 
and mother went out to work and let the 
kids do what they pleased. On top of that 
they had not work or responsibility. As a 
result — having everything they wanted 
— it destroyed their character, and of 
course this led to drugs and vandalism*." 


And a club for boys that is based on his 
philosophy will curb misbehavior? 
"I try to think the things we do at the 
club and the responsibilities I give them 
will help, hopefully," said Brower, a 
modest and gentle speaker. 
Responsibility comes with the rotating 
job of "captain" for the week Duties in­ 
clude answering the door and telephone 
during meetings, help with preparing the 
refreshments and collecting refresh­ 
ment money 
Also, members become eligible to be 
staff assistant and so provide instruc­ 
tions and discipline 
"They provide discipline, but they 
don’t apply penalties. If anyone applies 
penalties. I do. Boys can get out of hand 
at that age." Brower noted 
A retired chemist and bachelor, he 
moved to Lompoc in 1973. The SOS Club 
started soon after that. 
The club and working with boys is just 
a hobby now — and one Brower wants to 
keep on a small scale compared to the 
Bedford Boys Club He’s already proven 
his philosophy works, he says.

Nixon, Ford 
slated for 
pay raises 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Richard Nix­ 
on and Gerald Ford will get a raise when 
members of Congress and top govern­ 
ment officials do, probably later this 
month 
Although rarely mentioned, the 
proposed pay increases for top-level of­ 
ficials in the executive, legislative and 
judicial branches also benefit the two 
former presidents 
The pay increase, proposed by Ford 
and endorsed by President Carter, goes 
into effect Feb 20 unless vetoed by 
either the Senate or House 
Neither plans action before the 
deadline although a special House Post 
Office and Civil Service subcommittee 
holds a second day of hearings on the 
proposal today. 
The Nixon and Ford presidential pen­ 
sions are geared to the pay of Cabinet 
members, now $63,000 a year 
The proposed increase would boost the 
salaries of Cabinet members to $66,000 
and give Nixon and Ford an additional 
$3,000 per year in pension benefits 
The presidential pension is the largest 
part of the retirement benefits accorded 
the only two living former presidents. 
But both receive other federal pensions 
from military and government service 
Although the Civil Service Commission 
is prohibited under the Privacy Act from 
disclosing the pensions Ford and Nixon 
get. the formula under which it is com­ 
puted is well-known on Capitol Hill. 
Using the formula. Ford will get 
roughly $104,000 a year and Nixon slight­ 
ly over $85,000 when the increase goes 
into effect Feb 20 
The formula for the congressional pen­ 
sion fund — which gives credit for 
military service — provides for 2 5 per 
cent for each year of an average of the 
top three earning years Members of 
Congress contribute 8 per cent of their 
salaries to the pension program

WASHINGTON (U P II - Former U S. 
arms negotiator Paul Nitze believes 
Paul Warnke may not be qualified to run 
the SALT negotiations for President 
Carter, according to a very critical Nitze 
letter released today. 
Despite vocal opposition from conser­ 
vatives, an informal sounding of 
senators and legislative aides indicates 
that Warnke is likely to be confirmed as 
the negotiator and head of the Arms 
. Control and Disarmament Agency. He 
faced questions on the appointment to­ 
day from the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee 
Meanwhile, 
Scripps-Howard News 
Service reported today that opponents of 
Warnke are probing reports he was in­ 
volved indirectly in leaking the Penta­ 
gon Papers. Warnke described the 
allegation as "totally inaccurate." 


Nitze wrote a letter Monday to Foreign 
Relations Committee Chairman John 
Sparkman, D-Ala , that was obtained by 
National Public Radio, the federally sufcn 
sidized network 
It suggested Warnke 
would have trouble with Soviet arms 
negotiators, whom Nitze described as

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
Budget Committee today tentatively ap­ 
proved a $10 billion tax cut this year — 
enough to accommodate President 
Carter’s $50-per-person rebate and his 
other tax reduction proposals. 
The committee made no recommenda­ 
tion on what form this cut should take. 
Chairman Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, fa­ 
vored Carter’s rebate. Republicans 
called for permanent tax cuts instead. 
One Democrat, Ernest Hollings, D- 
S.C., proposed still another method — 
temporarily increasing the existing tax 
credit of $35 for each taxpayer and 
dependent to $70. 
Without resolving these issues, the 
committee turned its attention to the job 
programs in Carter’s $31 billion package 
designed to boost the economy. 
The committee staff said the economy 
needs an even larger boost than Carter 
proposed. 
This view was contained in a 
background paper prepared for commit­ 
tee members who were meeting today to 
begin voting on Carter’s plan 
The staff proposal was first made in a 
never-released memorandum Jan. 3. It 
called for a $46 billion, two-year 
economic package. Carter’s $31 billion 
proposal also is for two years. 
Today’s working paper said that 
because of exceptionally cold weather 
since early January and uncertainty as 
to the economic future, “ additional 
stimulus seems even more appropriate 
now." 
It suggested a “ substantial increase" 
in Carter’s proposed $50-per-person in­ 
come tax rebate this year coupled with 
increases in spending or permanent tax 
reduction next year. 
But apparently no member of the com­ 
mittee is prepared to advocate that big a 
package. The debate is between those 
who want Carter’s rebate and those who 
want no rebate but instead favor perma­ 
nent tax cuts. 
The budget panel recently accepted 
Carter's overall tax reduction figures 
but did not say what form they should 
take. It added $1.7 billion for job 
programs to the first year of his 
proposal. 
The Senate panel’s working paper es­ 
timated that by the end of March 
Americans will have to pay $5 billion to 
$7 billioh more than last year for home 
fuel if temperatures remain abnormally 
low and business faces higher fuel costs 
of $3 biiiion to $4 billion 
The effect of cold weather on the fruit 
and vegetable industries may add 1 to 2 
per cent to overall consumer price infla­ 
tion during the next two months, it said. 
The paper said the cold may have 
economic effects lasting far beyond this

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Acting on 
scientific advice. HEW Secretary Joseph 
Califano Jr. today ordered an immediate 
resumption of flu shots for elderly and 
chronically ill persons. 
Califano said state and local health of­ 
ficers would be advised before the end of 
the day to resume offering flu shots with 
the combined A-Vietoria and swine flu 
vaccine 
"In essence, the experts yesterday 
(Monday) concluded that the risks of 
serious illness or death resulting from A- 
Victona flu. especially for the elderly 
and others with chronic illnesses, were 
far greater than the risks of incurring 
the Guillain-Barre syndrome," Califano 
said 
Massive federally funded vaccination 
programs were called off earlier after 
some persons who received shots came 
down with the syndrome, a temporary 
paralysis

Park lease 
approved 
by board 


The Santa Barbara County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday unanimously ap­ 
proved the agreement to lease a 4.5 acre 
parcel of land between the Lompoc Shop­ 
ping Center and the high school to the 
City of Lompoc for park purposes. 
A $500,000 racquetball facility will be 
built on a portion of that site by fall, if 
everything goes according to plan 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund made the 
motion late yesterday afternoon to ap­ 
prove the lease. 
This morning City Administrator Gene 
Wählers said the lease agreement now 
has to be approved by City Council. Both 
the city and county have to also approve 
the sublease for BKB Associates of Ven­ 
tura to construct the racquetball facility. 
Recently B K B gave the city a 
February 15 deadline to have a site ready 
and available or it would withdraw its of­ 
fer to build and operate the sports 
facility on public property. 
Wählers said he is not 100 per cent sure 
both agreements can be approved by 
February 15. but meetings have been 
held with BKB and “ things seem to be 
working out with the racquetball 
people.” 
The sublease agreement between the 
city and BKB is expected to be worked 
out later this week, but that will be too 
late to get this sublease on the February 
14 agenda of the county supervisors, said 
Wählers. 
He said that both agreements can 
probably be approved by citv and countv 
by March 1. 
The lease agreement provides that the 
City of Lompoc spend $25.000 in the 
development of the county parcel for 
park purposes during the first three 
years of the lease and an additional 
$50.000 before the end of the fifth year 
The lease also provides that persons in 
the unincorporated areas of the county 
could have free use of the city park. 
At the end of the 50-year lease, the 
property reverts to county jurisdiction, 
free of any encumbrances. The city 
also will carry necessary fire and 
liability insurance on the premises 


Cosm onauts readying 
Salyut rendezvous 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Two Soviet 
cosmonauts aboard the Soyuz 24 circled 
the earth today headed for a rendezvous 
with the orbiting Salyut 5 space station 
It was the Soviet Union’s first manned 
space flight since last Oct. 17. when two 
other cosmonauts failed in an attempt to 
link their ship with Salyut 5 and made the 
first Soviet splashdown 
The Tass news agency said the Soyuz 
24 ship launched Monday is commanded 
by Col Viktor Gorbatko. 42 His flight 
engineer is Lt Col. Yuri Glazkov. 37. 
"The onboard systems of Soyuz 24 are 
functioning normally and the crew feels 
well." Tass said “ The cosmonauts have 
started fulfilling their flight program ”

The weather was supposed to be 
warming up today in the winter-besieged 
eastern half of the nation—but it was 55 
degrees colder in Elkins, W.Va , than it 
was in Anchorage, Alaska. 
New York City faced a shortage of fuel 
oil to heat its 1.000 public schools while 
balmy South Pacific air had Alaska sled 
dogs shedding and Eskimo scouts com­ 
plaining of the heat. 
White House thermostats remained set 
at a chilly 65 degrees — President 
Carter’s way of reminding Americans 
that there’s only a lull, not an end, to the 
natural gas shortage. 
Sellers of parkas, boots, mittens and 
caps were crying the blues in Alaska, 
and oil sales were “ way. way down" in 
the 49th state 
“ It’s killing us," said Bobby Meath, 
spokesman for Fairbanks Fuel. 
Today’s low in Anchorage was an 
above-freezing 33 degrees. Residents of 
Elkins, the cold spot in the “ lower 48,” 
huffed to work in a temperature of 22 
degrees below zero. 
Despite continued bitter cold in the 
Ohio Valley and central and northern Ap­ 
palachians. the National Weather Ser­ 
vice said there was a warmup over most 
of the Midwest and East and it would 
continue, with temperatures slightly 
above seasonal normals. 
Energy adviser James Schlesinger 


told a cabinet meeting Monday the 
nation’s pipelines are full of natural gas 
moving under emergency orders, but he 
said “ the shortage is not over.” 
A mechanical failure forced Northern 
Illinois Gas Co. to shut off supplies of 
natural gas to Minonk and Benson in 
Woodford County, 111. More than 900 
families shivered through the night and 
early today The company began restor­ 
ing service at 5 30 a m. 
Hundreds of thousands of workers and 
school children were at jobs and clas­ 
srooms in the Northeast. But New 
Jersey was declared a winter storm 
area, largely because of damage by tidal 
ice to the fishing and boating industries 
Thermostats were ordered lowered to 65 
degrees in New York City schools to cut 
consumption of scarce oil by 10 per cent 
Forecasts of warmer weather 
prompted Columbia Gas of Ohio and the 
East Ohio Gas Co. to lift near 100 per 
cent curtailments of gas. beginning Wed­ 
nesday, for most large industrial users 
Peoples Gas Light and Coke Co., the 
major supplier in the Chicago area, 
removed many of its restrictions on in­ 
dustrial and commercial users 
Many Buffalo streets remained snow­ 
bound but a week-old ban on non- 
essential driving was relaxed to allow 
cars to move as long as they carry at 
least three persons The city’s schools

Board votes 3-2 
to 'peruse' OEQ

Rather ironically, the latter 
motion — submitted by Third 
District Supervisor William B. 
Wallace, cited Reynolds for do­ 
ing a “ competent, superior 
job” and gave him a vote of 
confidence 
Second District Supervisor 
David Yager, seemingly the 
new swing vote on the five-man 
board, voted for both motions, 
although he said he “ didn’t feel 
the Andrus matter warranted 
an investigation.” 
Board chairman 
Harrell 
Fletcher turned over the gavel 
to vice-chairm an Robert 
Kallman so he could move for a 
checkup of Reynolds’ office. 
Kallman supported the motion, 
calling it a “ perusal rather than 
an investigation.” after telling 
Wallace he couldn’t support the 
Goleta 
supervisor’s 
motion 
lauding Reynolds. 


Yager, Kallm an and Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D Johnson were named as a 
co m m ittee to “ p eru s e” 
Reynolds’ office. Johnson is 
Reynolds' immediate superior. 
Fletcher, who also declined 
to vote for Wallace’s motion 
lauding Reynolds, for over a 
week has carried on a cam­ 
paign against the environmen­ 
tal coordinator as the result of 
what Reynolds term ed a 
“ clerical error" in his office. 
Reynolds’ office mistakenly 
sent a letter drafted by Wallace 
asking Andrus to rescind the 
Interior Department permit 
granted Exxon Co. U.S.A. to 
operate an offshore oil process­ 
ing and marine transshipment 
facility off the Refugio coast 
The board had decided not to 
send this letter over Fletcher’s 
signature and instead approved 
a compromise letter merely 
requesting suspension of the 
permit pending a study of a 
onshore pipeline 
The compromise letter went 
out and so did the unauthorized 
letter, along with other data 
which angered Fletcher 
When 
W allace charged 
Fletcher Monday with carrying 
on a 
“ vendetta” against 
Reynolds’ office. Kallm an 
came to Fletcher’s defense He 
said the Santa Maria supervisor 
was representing his Fifth 
Trailer park to 
be bought by Co.

between the two powers. 
Huang Chen, China’s top of­ 
ficial in the United States, said 


Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
promised in a January meeting 
that relations between the two 
nations will be guided by the 
communique. 
“ We believe, as long as both 
sides observe strictly all the 
principles of the Shanghai com­ 
munique. our relationship will 
continue to improve. ' said 
Huang, who took part in the 
visits to China by both Presi­ 
dents Richard Nixon and 
Gerald Ford, and also visited 
the White House during their 
administrations. 
Carter and Huang spoke to 
each o th e r throug h in ­ 
terpreters, and Carter said the 
meeting was “ very important 
to our people.”

74. was sum­ 
moned from her room by a 
black guerrilla who kept telling 
her to “ get out. get out “ But 
she was hobbled by arthritis 
and the impatient gunman stole 
her watch and went to another 
room 
The two sat together Monday 
and calmly described the attack 
on their mission Sunday night 
by guerrillas who killed three 
Je s u it p rie s ts and four 
Dominican nuns with more than 
100 rounds of gunfire on a lonely 
dirt road 
Myerscough said he survived 
because he instinctively drop­ 
ped to the ground when the 
guerrillas began firing from 
Communist-made 
weapons 
Sister Anna said she was spared 
because she could not move fast 
enough 
The others were left sprawled 
along the road outside the mis­ 
sion on the Mangwende tribal 
trust land about 40 miles east of 
Salisbury. It was the worst at­ 
tack against missionaries in 
Rhodesia since the guerrilla 
war began four years ago 
Police said the guerillas 
belonged to nationalist leader 
Robert Mugabe’s faction of the 


Zimbabwe African National 
Union, which operates from 
Mozambique 
(The Algerian Press Service, 
in a report from Maputo, 
Mozambique, said Monday 
black 
nationalist 
guerrillas 
blamed the attack on Rhode­ 
sian government troops “ seek­ 
ing to discredit fighters of the 
Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) libera­ 
tion movement ” ) 
Myerscough, 65. from Pre­ 
ston. England, sat in a wooden 
armchair, smoked his pipe and 
told reporters the guerrillas 
entered the mission grounds 
just before 10 p m 
He said that in response to a 
knock at his room and a sister 
asking him to come out, he 
opened the door and “ walked 
into the wrong end of a gun ” 
He said there were “ four or 
five” guerrillas who already 
had about six missionaries with 
them One of the guerrillas took 
his watch and later snatched his 
spectacles, then commanded 
him and the others to move 
along a road for about 100 
yards 


When it was all over, the 
priest said he discovered he had 
not been hit 


NEW HAVEN. Conn. (U P I) 
— A college homecoming is an 
unlikely place to air one’s 
errors, but Gerald Ford freely 
admitted making mistakes as 
America’s 38th president. 
Yet he told Yale University 
that citizen Jerry Ford takes 
pride in his efforts to “ de- 
imperlalize the White House.”

‘‘We were successful in 
humanizing the White House. If 
President Carter can expand on 
that, I think it’s important that 
it be done.” Ford said in an ex­ 
clusive interview with the Yale 
Daily News 
He said he re g re tte d 
rejecting Soviet dissident Alex­ 
ander Solzhenitsyn’s request to 
visit the White House, expres­ 
sed qualms about his handling 
of aspects of the Vietnam war 
and held out hope for a 
resurgence of the Republican 
party. 
“ If we had to rewrite history,

Growing Older 


Social Security ills haunt new leaders

We seniors have pleasant news William E Simon. Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Ford, will not be a member of the Carter administration 


You may ask ‘ Why get stirred up° Simon s frightening ideas about Social 
Security won’t prevail The man can’t harm us any more ” Don’t believe it. 
There are still government leaders who subscribe to Simon s ideas. 


The Wall Street Journal published an article by Simon Title0 "How to 
Rescue Social Security " 


The key to his thinking is expressed as follows "Social Secuity was designed 
to provide an income floor to the aged It was never intended to be a welfare 
program providing the entire means of support for everyone in old age.” 
The Simon editorial covers the fiscal problems of the Social Security Trust 
Fund He admits that the government has tinkered with the program. It was 
originally understood that Social Security payments would be accumulated in a 
reserve account The fund was supposed to grow steadily, earning interest un­ 
til it reached a sum large enough to meet commitments. The contributors 
themselves would own the assets of the fund The government would serve 
merely as trustee ” 
Simon draws a bleak picture The reserve account has not been allowed to 
grow 
The government has not raised funds commensurate with benefit in­ 
creases 


"If we do not reduce the growth rate of Social Security benefits." Simon 
says. "An eventual financial crisis is inescapable Large and perhaps sudden 
cuts in benefits to the aged bereaved, and disabled would be unavoidable. 
"The prospects for enormous future deficits in Social Security funds." ac­ 
cording to Simon "are bound to cause trouble for the nation and the elderly.” 
Simon offers three solutions 
1) Change the ways in which the program pays increased benefits as wages 


go up. 
Wage earners should build their own savings and purchase private 
retirem ent insurance 
2) Raise the age at which workers can claim their retirem ent (income) from 
65 to 67 
3) Make Social Security payments taxable. 
Yes. the Social Security system, would surely save money if these policies 
were adopted What the savings would do to the elderly is another m atter 
Many workers are now forced onto Social Security before 65 because many 
firms don’t employ older or even middle aged people Additionally, with infla­ 
tion and unemployment abounding, the savings of many workers are used up or 
reduced long before retirement. 
This battle which rages over Social Security has two aspects Simon is con­ 
cerned only for the maintenance of the system. The m atter of social integrity 
for the system is not considered. 
What we have here is a clash of ideologies There is more to this nation than 
the balancing of budgets. The successful production of goods and profits is not 
the essence of patriotism Nor is blatant commercialism a synonym for the 
beautiful word "Democracy.” 
People count Twenty-five million people living on Social Security count. We 
built this nation Through the 77 years of this century, we who are now seniors 
fought our country’s wars What our country now has of comfort, of world 
leadership, or power to defend itself, was made by us who are now elderly. 
It isn’t Social Security which must be rescued Two out of every five old peo­ 
ple in this country now live on incomes below the poverty line They’re the ones 
who must be rescued. 
We may hope that the new administration will address itself more humanely 
to the problems of the aging, and the difficulties of the Social Security system 
Those who want more information may write Seniors for Adequate Social 
Security (SASS).

The process of entering the 
world of retiremenlmmay be 
becoming almost common­ 
place for the Richard K 
Kintzels 
Mrs Kintzel, Julia Gay as 
she is fam ilaiarly known, 
retired Jan 28 after 23 years of 
service as a member of the 
secretarial staff of the Santa 
Ynez Valley High School. 
Kintzel, Solvang postmaster, 
will relinquish that post this 
Friday after serving since 
December of 1965. 
Kintzel is ending his career 
as Solvang's fourth postmaster 
during the Solvang post office’s 
near 65 - year history 
He as­ 
sumed the job following the 
retirement of Arne M Madsen 
who had been postmaster since 
1934 
Only two predecessors 
were Peter D. Homsyld. one of 
Solvang’s founders who began 
his duties as the town’s first 
postmaster March 7, 1912 and 
who was followed in that office 
by his widow. Clara P. Hom­ 
syld. in 1928 
She held the job 
for six years when she was suc­ 
ceeded by Madsen 
When Madsen took office in 
1934. the year's receipts were 
$2,842 16 In 1965 when Kintzel 
took over they had reached 
$90,000 On the eve of his retire­ 
ment they had multiplied near­ 
ly three times, soaring to near­ 
ly $250,000 
Kintzel attributes the big 
jump in receipts to the impact 
of tounsm on the community. 
Despite the soaring receipt 
figures, the staff of the post of­ 
fice has increased by but only 
one to 14. including himself, 
since Kintzel took over 
Other services of the Solvang 
post office have increased dur­ 
ing the past decade or so under 
Kintzel s tenure 
The Solvang post office now 
has 700 box patrons, plus 1.000 
home town deliveries. In addi­ 
tion the Santa Ynez rural route 
with 406 patrons. Buellton with 
403 and Solvang’s own, which 
takes in the Ballard area, has 
278 all operate out of the 
Solvang post office 
Biggest volume days at the 
Solvang post office are Mon­ 
days and Fridays. Kintzel said 
He also noted that the great in­ 
flux of packages from Europe 
to Solvang average about $2 000 
a month in customs duty fees 
which he said is probably the 
greatest amount in Santa Bar­ 
bara County 
Kintzel. a native of Kansas,

Rasmussen to set up two 
Danish-styled hot dog vending 
carts in Solvang was looked 
upon with disfavor by the board 
of directors of the Solvang 
Business Assn. 
Meeting for the first time 
since assuming office in the 
SBA ’s new office in the PA R 
building, a large segment of the 
near two-hour session was con­ 
centrated not only on Rasmus­ 
sen’s plan, but pushcart 
vending in Solvang in general. 
Most members of the board 
were in agreement that es­ 
tablishment of the Rasmussen 
enterprise would set a prece­ 
dent which could ultimately 
result in the influx of other ven­ 
dors who it was said could be 
selling anything from neckties 
to other types of foods along the 
streets of the tourist oriented 
community.

NEW YORK (U PI) — Lefty Gomez, recovering from open 
heart surgery at his home in Novato. Calif., turned in some 
m agnificent pitching perform ances during his 13 years in the 
m ajors and m ade the Hall of Fam e after he was all through, 
but with it all. nobody ever called him a “ su p erstar.” 


The reason is sim ple They didn’t use the term in his tim e, 
from 1930 to 1943 There were superstars then but things 
w eren't so overblown and people m erely called them stars. 
Not ever having been labeled a superstar doesn’t .bother 
Lefty Gomez, though, and it shouldn't. 


H ere’s a man who was beaten so seldom that only five of 
the 38 other pitchers in the Hall of Fam e own a better winn­ 
ing percentage than he Lefty Gomez still holds the World 
Series’ record for most consecutive victories, six. without 
ever having been defeated and if he w asn’t a superstar in the 
truest sense, then Elton John isn’t either. I can just see Lefty 
wrinkling his brow and asking what team did this guy ever 
play for’’ 


Now for the first tim e since Gomez, the New York 
Y ankees finally have a starting left-handed power pitcher in 
the superstar class and his nam e is Don Gullett. 


Don G ullett rem inds m e of Bob F eller when he first cam e 
up He walks the sam e way Feller did and has that sam e in­ 


tensity about him. With the Reds. G ullett kept to him self 
pretty much. H e’d work on his glove, read, and generally 
mind his own business, seldom if ever participating in the 
back-and-forth that goes on in every clubhouse. I can’t see 
him changing his style much with the Yankees. 
It’ll be interesting to see how two entirely opposite 
personalities like G ullett and Reggie Jackson fit in with the 
Yankees, how they and their m ultim illion dollar contracts 
will be accepted by their new team m ates as well as by the 
fans in New York Each will have to adjust to a club which 
isn’t at all like the one he’s coming from Gullett. who bought 
a home in New Jersey the other day, is the type who’ll leave 
Yankee Stadium after the gam e every night, cross the 
George W ashington Bridge and go straight home so he can be 
with his family. Reggie Jackson, much m ore outgoing and 
flam boyant, won’t cross the bridge unless he'absolutely has 
to. He's strictly downtown 
Then th e re ’s T hurm an M unson, who figures to be 
som ewhere in the middle. He won’t necessarily set the tone 
for how all the Yankees will act but you can bet he’ll be 
watching to see who does If he doesn't like what he sees you 
can also bet h e’ll speak right up the sam e way he did a couple 
of weeks ago when he felt that in view of the money Jackson 
was getting, he w anted his salary readjusted 
If the Boston Red Sox feel inclined to start laughing about 


all this, they had better stop a minute and think about their 
own situation, then maybe they won’t feel like laughing. 
The Red Sox are getting ready for a well-heeled new­ 
comer also. George Scott isn’t exactly new because he has 
been with Boston before, but he has been away more than 
five years now. The Red Sox signed him to a three-year con­ 
tract for more than $600,000 three months ago, and he’s 
bound to discover a lot of things have changed since the last 
tim e he wore a Boston uniform. 
For one thing, the manager has. It’s not Eddie Kasko 
anym ore, it’s Don Zimmer. For another thing, George Scott 
will find the personality of the Red Sox has undergone a 
change also since he last was there. A couple of young 
fellows, Fred Lynn and Jim Rice, have come along and they 
have some of their own ideas. They’re not afraid to voice 
them, either. Rice said recently the team would be better off 
if Carl Y astrzem ski was the DH, and not him. Yaz said, well 
you know how it is, Jim Rice is a little young yet. 
When George Scott left the Red Sox. Carlton Fisk had only 
com e up from the minors Now he’s firmly established, and 
speaks up when he feels he has to. Luis Tiant isn’t bashful 
about doing that, either, and George Scott will find that out 
also

Pro football 
labor talks 
get serious 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Pro football’s 
o w n ers and p la y e rs w e re in to a 
two-minute drill today, trying to settle 
three years of labor strife at the bargain­ 
ing table. 
The NFL Players Association and the 
NFL M anagem ent Council both in­ 
dicated prior to a negotiating session 
willingness to work out an agreem ent in 
the near future that would drastically 
revam p the college draft and possibly in­ 
crease the num ber of gam es to be played 
in the regular pro football schedule 
T oday’s session (1 30 p.m ., ESTi 
b etw e en th e tw o sid e s at union 
headquarters was regarded as a progres­ 
sive step toward a new contract to 
replace the one that expired Jan 31. 
1974. leading to two subsequent player 
strikes and a round of costly federal 
court cases 
Neither side claim ed im m ediate set­ 
tlem ent was in sight but acknowledged 
privately that possible agreem ent was 
much closer than at any tim e in the past 
three years 


Sources said that extending the regular 
NFL season from the present 14 gam es 
to perhaps 16 by a reduction of pre 
season contests was high on the agenda 
of today's discussion Also at issue were 
such item s as the role of Com missioner 
Pete Rozelle on arbitrating disciplinary 
punishm ents 
involving 
players 
and 
team s the rights of veterans in trades or 
waivers pre-season and regular season 
rules and other controversies 


Naber 2nd in voting 
Jenner wins Sullivan 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Olympic decathlon champion 
Bruce Jenner. 27. of Malibu. Calif., Monday was nam ed win­ 
ner of the Jam es E Sullivan M emorial Trophy as A m erica’s 
outstanding am ateur athlete of 1976 
The announcem ent was m ade by Rich Harkins of Kansas 
City. Mo . AAU national secretary, at a news conference 
Jenner. who won the 10-event test of endurance and skill in 
last year's Olympics at Montreal with a world record 8.618 
points, was a landslide victor in the Sullivan Award balloting 
with 4.017 points 
“His effort at M ontreal was one of the most outstanding 
perform ances of this decade.” said Harkins. 


Two other Olympic stars, sw im m er John Naber. 21. of 
Menlo Park. Calif , a senior at Southern California, and 
figure skater Dorothy Hamill. 20. of Riverside. Conn., 
finished second and third in voting by sports w riters and 
AAU officials Naber received 2.314 points and Hamill 1,718 


Each candidate was given five points for a first-place vote, 
three for second and one for third. 


The Sullivan Award has been presented each year since 
1930 to the person deemed the outstanding am ateur athlete in 
the United States 


“ I have a very, very good and warm feeling winning this 
honor.” said Jenner “ I have participated in com petitive 
athletics for 12 years It was fun I enjoyed it but I never ex­ 
pected at the beginning to accom plish what I did.” 
Jenner said he was in favor of the recom m endations m ade 
recently by the president’s Commission regarding unifica­ 
tion of A m erica’s efforts in am ateur sports. 
In the face of organized efforts by other nations, he com ­ 
mented 
“ I think we are going to fall farther and farther 
behind in com petition unless som ething drastic is done. I am 
looking forw ard to seeing some changes ” 
Jenner said he doubted there is a future for pro track and 
field 
“ It’s hard for some to leave the arqateur ranks because the 
money is th ere,” he said “ The top athletes have it m ade in 
m eets in Europe and elsew here.”

NBC places 
faith, bucks 
in Russia 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The recent past 
notwithstanding, the National Broad­ 
c a s tin g C o m p an y is 
g a m b lin g a 
m inim um of $100 million that the 1980 
Moscow Olympics will go on without 
p o litic a l o r o th e r d is ru p tiv e in ­ 
terference 
Network officials discussed their deal­ 
ings M onday in obtaining exclusive 
American rights to the gam es, and ex­ 
uded confidence that not only would the 
Russians do everything in their power to 
insure a sane Olympics, but that NBC 
also would show a profit from its un­ 
precedented investment 


By contrast, ABC paid approximately 
$25 million for the rights to the 1976 
Olympics at Montreal, and then suffered 
through days of anxiety when inter­ 
national politics threatened to blow up 
the entire spectacle 
There is no money-back guarantee for 
NBC in the event the Olympics are 
diluted by squabbles, although NBC 
President Herbert Schlosser said, “They 
won’t ban anything or anybody They are 
strong on this They won’t want anything 
to interfere with the Olympics. They as­ 
sured us the International Olympic Com­ 
m ittee was in full control of political is­ 
sues If the gam es are canceled, we get 
our money back.” 
As part of the agreement, any un- 
resolvable disputes which should arise 
between the Soviet Union and NBC would 
be arbitrated before the Stockholm 
Chamber of Commerce 
NBC has agreed to pay the Soviet 
U nion $72,366,667. w ith a n o th er 
$12,633,333 going to the International 
Olympic Committee for U S broadcast 
rights The network is projecting other 
out-of-pocket costs, such as transporta­ 
tion. housing and equipment, at another 
$15 million 
The fee to the Soviets will be spread 
out over 18 payments. 
For its money, NBC is planning 180 
hours of coverage, double the time given 
by ABC to the Montreal Games At least 
65 hours will be scheduled for prime 
“ me, as well as several hours each day 
during morning and afternoon tim e 
periods and late-night wrapup

Police funneled persons into 
City Hall through only two 
doors Officers using hand-held 
metal detectors checked visi­ 
tors for weapons and searched 
some of those entering. 
Each member of the Board of 
Supervisors travels with a per­ 
sonal bodyguard 
Freitas and 
Mayor George Moscone also 
have bodyguards 
In addition, police have in­ 
stituted round-the-clock stake­ 
outs at the homes of these top 
city officials. Patrol cars also 
check the homes every hour 
" I t ’s sad. but at least the 
employes will know they’ve got 
some security." said Moscone 
of the police effort, reportedly 
costing the city an extra $5.000 
a day 
" It ’s better than being blown 
up." said Margaret Maguire, 
assistant clerk of the city Board 
of Supervisors 
No one was injured in the ex­ 
plosion at Freitas’ home Fri­ 
day But the bombing was the 
latest in a series of blasts and 
threats directed against city of­

One bomb was planted on a 
window sill at the home of 
Supervisor Dianne Feinstein.

In rebidding after you start 
with a forcing two bid, you 
should try to keep in mind that 
you have already shown a 
very good hand Hence, you 
should try to bid delicately 
and not always leap into a 
slam merely because you 
have heard a p o s it iv e 
response In the next few ar­ 
ticles we will show examples 
of successful rebidding and 
suggest a few conventions to 
u se with your regular 
partners 
The first valuable conven­ 
tion is that when you jump 
rebid in your suit you are 


showing both a solid suit and 
an opening two bid that is 
rather shy on high cards 
South will make a grand 
slam if West opens a spade or 
a Club. He will make six 
against a heart lead and will 
be held to five if a diamond is 
opened 
North knows there must be 
som e danger, som ewhere 
after South's rebid takes the 
form of a jump in his own suit. 
Still, North feels that he 
should bid beyond game. 
North also knows that South 
does not need trump support 
so North invites the slam by 
bidding five spades 
South looks at his two quick 
diamond losers and passes 
right there 


We continue with our dis­ 
cussion of differences between 
rubber and duplicate laws 
One conspicuous difference 
is the revoke penalty which is 
now just one trick in duplicate 
play with the provision that an 
adjustment can be made if a 
player gains by his revoke. It 
is still two tricks in rubber 
bridge, but will probably go to 
one when the new laws 
appear.

Questionable pay raise 
Congress will be giving 
themselves a belated Valen­ 
tine's Day gift come February 
20. 
On that day, Congress, 
along with federal judges and 
other high ranking govern­ 
ment officals, will receive pay 
raises averaging 28 per cent 
There is only one outside 
chance that this will not occur 
and that is unless one house or 
the other votes it down. The 
odds on that are astronomical. 
It is not an ordinary pay 
raise. It is a hike of more than 
$1,000 a month. It will bring 
salaries to $57,500 per year, 
compared to the present 
$44,600. Add to this their pre­ 
sent extrem ely generous 
travel and office allowances, 
medi cal and reti rement 
b e n e f i t s and the other 
perquisites of congressional 
service and you have a high- 
priced legislator. 
Members of Congress and 
the others involved in this pay 
raise have had only a five per 
cent salary increase since 
1969. We concede that a pay 
raise is in order but we do not 
conceded the magnitude of 


this pay raise. 
First of all, Congress has 
never been sincere about 
policing their own financial 
dealings or making even a 
strong effort to establish a 
code of ethics. 
They are not 
willing to accept a limitation 
on their outside earnings. 
Many are not willing, because 
of th is, to be fu ll-tim e 
members of Congress. 
This week, the house Com­ 
m ittee on A dm inistrative 
Review will vote on a new 
code of ethics. It will alleged­ 
ly end “ moonlighting" on the 
part of members of Congress. 
It will restrict the amount of 
money members could collect 
from outside sources. It will 
prohibit slush funds. It will 
req u ire d isclosure of all 
holdings, income, debts and 
other financial transactions. 
The fate of this code of 
ethics is marginal. 
Should it fail, it will be high 
time for the public to scream 
and holler. 
Should it fail, there certainly 
should be no pay increase 
whatsoever.

W hat 
did 
th e 
school’s 
25-member 
community-school committee think was 
the most important priority in terms of 
what they thought the school 
should 
strive for? 
Well, probably what you might im­ 
agine The "Develop skills in reading, 
writing, speaking and listening" goal 
tied for first place with ‘‘Gain a general 
education.” 
Next in line in the opinion of the com­ 
mittee was “ Learn How to Examine and 
Use Information.” 
Thereafter there was Develop Pride in 
Work and a feeling of selfworth; Develop 
a desire for learning now and in the 
future Develop good character and self 
respect; learn how to be a good citizen, 
learn to respect and get along with peo­ 
ple with whom we work and live; prac­ 
tice and understand the ideas of health 
and safety, appreciate culture and 
beauty in the world; understand and 
practice democratic 
ideas and ideals; 
learn how to respect and get along with 
people who think, dress and act dif­ 
ferently; learn how to be a good 
manager of money, property and 
resources; learn about and try to unders­ 
tand the changes that take place in the 
world, understand and practice the skills 
of family living, learn how to use leisure 
time; develop skills to enter a specific 
field of work; gain information needed to 
make job selections 
Presumably a similar procedure is 
taking place in all 15 or 16 of local 
schools 
From there the priority lists go on to a 
districtwide committee, 
where the 
rating procedure will begin all over 
again. Finally, one fine day, the dis­ 
trictwide committee drops all the goals 
in the lap of the district task force which 
turns around and drops them in the lap of 
the assistant superintendent in charge of 
instruction, who walks across the hall 
and hands it to his boss, who in turn pre­ 
sents the list to the school board 
Fillmore’s Office of the Principal 
notes that the school’s committee will 
meet again Wednesday, this time to 
determ ine how well the school is 
meeting each goal. I’ve recited those lat­ 
ter words to myself at least a score of 
times since Bob Thompson, director of 
curriculum, and Trustee Gail Steiger in­ 
troduced them to the world and I’m 
amazed that I didn t question it sooner I 
simply don’t know how they’re going to 


do it. or rather how they re going to tell 
how well the school has done its job in 
particular instances, and be accurate 
Makes me shudder to think about it I 
can tell with a certainty about the 
leading young chess players in the 
schools, but they're youngsters that I've 
been observing for a number of years in 
most cases 
How these 25 committee members at 
Fillmore are going to do all that in the 
space of a few hours, whatever time they 
spend, baffles me But they're going to 
do it 


The state’s new Education Employes 
Realtions Board (EERB) is moving at a 
snail s pace m handing down decisions on 
what constitutes a bargaining unit under 
the new Rodda Act for collective 
bargaining That s not my assessment, it 
comes from an EERB staff member in 
Los Angeles, who described the pace as 
"funereal ' 
EERB must make a key ruling af­ 
fecting local questions on what con­ 
stitutes a proper bargaining unit in order 
to clear the way for an election by 
teachers. If EERB acted this week it 
would probably be in mid or late March 
before an election could be held locally 
The school board can t begin to negotiate 
until it knows who's going to be on the 
other side of the table — Lompoc Educa­ 
tion Association (LEA) or Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers (LFT>. 
So an interesting little game is under 
way in the state In the case of yours tru­ 
ly and some of the teacher interests 
here, it’s watch for what happens in the 
case of Petaluma City Elementary and 
High School Districts That's because 
some of the same questions are going to 
be d e c i d e d t h e r e t h a t a r e i n ­ 
volved here It won't tell the whole story 
to be sure, but it will go a long way 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Gerald Ford's farewell address 


WASHINGTON—This is the story of an 
historic speech that was never made— 
the farewell address to the nation of its 
38th president. Gerald Ford. 
As he approached the end of his 
presidency. Ford rem em bered the 
eloquence of Harry Truman and Dwight 
Eisenhower when they 
bid good-bye to their 
countrymen. Ford felt 
he, too had a legacy to 
leave. 
He wanted to make 
a lasting impression 
on the nation, to leave 
a watchword for the 
fu tu r e . 
lik e 
Eisenhower’s parting 
warning about the 
military-industrial 
complex. 
Ford quietly put his 
speechwriters to work 
on a farewell m es­ 
sage. and they made 
an extra effort to 
catch the mood of the 
retiring president. The drafts were sub­ 
mitted to Ford’s old friend and word- 
smith. Robert Hartmann. 
At times. Ford thought he would like to 
deliver his farewell to his beloved House 
of Representatives, where he served for 
24 years. 
Other times, he favored a 
more informal fireside chat. In the end. 
he decided a farewell appearance would 
be too pretentious It was characteristic 
of Jerry Ford that he chose to depart 
Washington as simply as possible 


The message he wanted to leave was 
being packed into boxes of confidential 
papers, which hold the written record of 
the Ford administration. But we were 
able to obtain two drafts of the unspoken 
farewell address. 
One was written by 
Patrick Butler, the other by George 
Denison Both contain the parting advice 
that Ford wanted his countrymen to 
remember 
He would have liked to have told all 
Americans, as Butler phrased it: “In a 
nation as populous and diverse as ours, a 
nation whose borders spread a continent 
wide, it is unwise perhaps to ask for a 
return to simpler times 
But we can ask for—we can 
demand—less regimentation, less unifor­ 
mity. less regulation of our daily lives 
We can demand to be treated with the 
respect and the dignity that is our 
birthright as American citizens 


“If my presidency meant nothing else 
m the scheme of things, let it be said that 
my administration took the first steps on 
a different path that leads not to bigger 
government but to better government " 
Denison s draft put the same message 
even more forcefully: “Government has 
spent too much time and far too much 
Berry’s World 
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"Instead of cham pagne, I think we'll RE ALL Y go 
first class and have ‘le jus d'orange’!"

dividual.” he would have had the 
departing president say. 
“In our com­ 
plex and collectivised society, the 
individual—the forgotten American—has 
been shunted aside, his wants unmet, his 
goals unfufilled. . 
“If we are to avoid economic collapse, 
we must stop the runaway growth of 
government. We must stop living beyond 
our means, as too many of our political 
leaders irresponsibly give in to demands 
for more and more spending without con­ 
cern for the future...

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NEW YORK-For President Carter 
this rugged winter is a piece of sheer bad 
luck It would be hard to exaggerate the 
consequences of continuing snow and 
cold as he starts out to put the un­ 
employed back to work without trigger­ 
ing a new rise in the 
rate of inflation 
Gloomier 
econom ists 
believe 
th a t 
h is 
r e v iv a l 
program of 130 billion 
or 131 billion will be 
little more than suf­ 
ficient to offset the 
new 
unemployment 
and the rising food 
prices resulting from 
the freeze 
In the 
hardest-hit states such 
/ 
as Ohio and Penn- 
O k 
sylvania, where the 
V 
energy shortage is 
most acute, plant shut- 
d ow n s m ay h ave 
meant perhaps a half­ 
million workers laid off 
While this could be a temporary 
phenomenon there is no guarantee, if the 
cold continues, that the nationwide 
jobless totals may not be swollen in the 
months to come 
Freezing temperatures in the Florida 
citrus belt have already shoved up 
prices. The tomatoes, beans and other 
produce normally coming from there at 
this time of year will be in short supply 
with much higher price tags 
Those pictures of icicles dripping from 
grapefruit trees were the show-and-tell 
of the misfortune of the sun belt 
For thousands of migratory workers it 
spells the end of the season's livlihood 
With no resources to fall back on they 
face a bleak future with hungry and 
shoeless children 
As compared with 
most of us who rail against the cold as 
cars will not start, plane flights are 
delayed and water pipes freeze, for these 
unfortunates who eke out an existence on 
subsistence wages in normal times, it is 
a disaster. 
Is it possible that we have grown soft 
or that some of us have, at any rate9 
Cars heated in the winter, air con­ 
ditioned in summer and houses certainly 
not turned down to Carter’s 65 degrees 
In the revolution that brought this 
country independence from Britain, men 
suffered hardships that, as we look back 
on them, seem beyond human en 
durance 
Valley Forge in 1778 was a 
winter like the present one 
It is 
described without sentimental heroics in 
a book recently published. "In Defense 
Calif > — Fuasday February 8 1977 


of the Public Liberty,” bv Samuel B 
Griffith II. 
Despite all Washington’s pleading with 
a feckless Continental Congress, here 
was an army in rage leaving bloody 
footprints in the snow It is to these men 
and their stamina over the faltering 
years when the war often seemed lost 
that we owe our freedom 


Griffith, a retired Marine Corps 
brigadier general who made himself a 
Chinese scholar before turning to 
American history, tells the story with 
full documentation yet with an under­ 
standing of the human values that held 
the rebellion together 


Above all. it is the towering figure of 
Washington who emerges as the resolute 
commander triumphing over the enemy 
and the intriguers at home who would 
push him aside for political favorites 
The author fills in the British side of 
the story and their blunders that helped 
to turn the tide Britons such as Edmund 
Burke and Horace Walpole were aware 
from the beginning that it was impossi­ 
ble to win a war across thousands of 
miles of ocean against a people deter­ 
mined to secure their independence and 
notably when 
the French under 
Rochambeau joined the fray. 
The parallel with the American at­ 
tempt to subjugate Vietnam is implicit. 
Griffith makes plain the futility of 
British redcoats in crack formation con­ 
fronting frontier marksmen firing from 
behind trees and rock walls. 
This is a field frequently worked over 
with too often professional patriots ap­ 
propriating the ground for their own pur­ 
poses Barbara Tuchman, an historian of 
no mean achievements, calls the Griffith 
book “ the outstanding historical 
narrative produced during the Bicenten­ 
nial.” 
Can a new president with so little 
knowledge of the great office he holds in­ 
voke these origins to call on the Amei an 
people for unity and at least a degree of 
sacrifice? Is it enough to call for setting 
the thermostats at 65? 
There are those only too ready to pull 
Carter down before he has had an oppor­ 
tunity to show whether he can master the 
multitude of troubles he faces. This is an 
exercise that can only aggravate those 
troubles. 
No one can predict the turn of the 
wheel of fortune. In the year just ended 
the nation shared a mood almost of 
euphoria in celebrating the nation’s in­ 
dependence. But 200 years ago that was 
only a beginning—as this is a beginning— 
and a new time of testing. 


spokesman for the underprivileged. Not 
long ago. he was a spokesman for the oil 
interests, which have sometimes oppres­ 
sed the underprivileged.

ignored Califano’s 
requests for a meeting. 


Red with anger over the rebuff, 
Califano wrote Hill a sizzling letter. “ I 
have spent many years in government 
service I do not believe I ever treated in­ 
dividual citizens or lawyers representing 
them, as shabbily as you have chosen to 
treat me and the small refiners I 
represent." complained Califano. 


Hill told us that Califano wanted 
special treatment that no lobbyist should 
receive 
The loophole. Hill explaind, 
would have given Califano’s clients an $8 
to $10 a barrel advantage over other 
refiners in their areas

Last week, for the first time I can 
remember, I found myself with nothing 
to do one evening before the first of the 
month. 
“What a jolly time,” I told myself,“to 
surprise everyone by paying my first-of- 
the-month bills on tim e!”

I left the stamp in the drawer and 
headed for the utility drawer in the 
kitchen, usually a veritable cornucopia 
of useful items.
